The sam- 
ples for general distribution will 
consist of spring wheat (5 Ibs.’, 
white oats (4 !bs.), barley (5 Iba.) 
and field peas (3 lbs.). These 
will be sent out from Ottawa. A 
distribution of potatoes Cin 3 Ib. 
samples) will be carried on from 
several of the experimental farms, 
the Central Farm at Ottawa sup 
plying only the provinces of On- 
tario and Quebec. All samples 
will be sent tree, by mail, 

Applicants should give partic- 
ulars in regard to the soil on 
their farms; and should also state 
what varieties they have already 
tested and in what way these 
have been found unsatisfactory, 
sothat a promising sort for their 
conditions may be sent. 

Each application must be sep- 
arate and must be signed by an 
applicant. Only one sample can 
be sent to each Applica- 
tions on any kind printed 
written form cannot be accepted, 

As the supply of seed is limit 
ed, farmers are advised to apply 
early to avoid a disap- 
pointment, No applications can 
be accepted after Heb. 1Sth.

One of the worst weeds in the 
State of Washington is the Cana- 
da Thistle. This plant is dis- 
tinguished from the-common bull 


thistle by its small heads and its} 


long, running underground stems. 
The bull thisthe comes up from 
the seed, lives one winter, pro- 
duces flowers and seeds the sec- 
ond year and then dies. The 
Canada Thistle lives on from 
year to year, sending up fiew 
shoots from the underground 
parts, storing up new food below 
the ground and thus establishing 
iseif very firmly. Fortunately 
very few good seeds are pro- 
duced and the weed ‘does. not 
spread to any great extent from 
place to place by the seed. It 
does, however, spread from a 
centre in every direction in 
tield, as the underground stems 
grow, and a small piece of one ot 
dragged by a plough 
or cultivator will start a 
another part of the field.

One of the most remarkable fields 
for the work of Canadian women in 
medicine has been in the East. The 
missionary appeal early took a strong 
bold on the women of Canada. Num- 
bers of them have qualified as medical 
practitioners and have gone to pursue 
their ealling in countries where wo 
men can be aided only by women phy- 
sicians. Jn India, the North India 
School of Medicine for Women has a 
number of Canadian women doctors 
on its staif. Dr, Margaret Wallace is 
professor of medicine, Dr. Lella Davis 
is professor of physiology and hygiene. 
Dr. Margaret Patterson, now in Canada, 
was also on the staff of the Northwest 
College of Medicine. Dr, Patterson's 
work in India has been unusually in- 
teresting. She was for nearly seven 
years in charge of the Seward Memorial 
Hospital at Alahabad. In the great 
epidemic of beubonie plague in 1901, 
Dr, Patterson was of effective help to 
the British government in organising 
plague relief camps and establishing 
plague hospitals, The people had con 
fidence in her, since she was well known 
to them. For this service she was in 
tluded in the honor list at King Ed- 
ward's coronation, and was given the 
Kaiser-i-Hind medal.

‘*‘MALE-BERRY"’ COFFEE 

Everybody is more or less farniliar 
with the term ‘‘male-berry,’’ applied 
to coffee. The term refers to the form 
and style, not the sex, 

An examination of any kind of coffee 
will show that about one kernel in each 
twenty-five is quite round like a bean 
while all the others are flat on one side 
like the half of a split bean. These 
round or male berries are always found 
on the young, vigorous, new wood of the! 
previous year's growth at the end of | 
the branches. | 

‘the old wood produces flat berries 
only. Each ‘‘pod,’’ or fruit, of the 
coffee-tree contains either two common 
flat berries or but one round one, The 
substance of the fruit in the one ease 
all goes into the single male berry, and 
in the other it is divided among two 
flat ones, oid 

This undoubtedly accounts for the 
greater strength and richness of the 
male berry. In private plantations, 
where the trees are carefully pruned 
and eftred for and the ground well cul 
tivated and fertilized, the coffee is al 
ways of finer quality and the propor 
tion of male berries is larger. 

The round berries may be seen in all 
kinds of coffee. Rio, Ceylon, Maracai 
bo, Mocha, and other varieties contain 
them as well as the Java.

The development of unfertilized eggs is 
no new thing; it is the rule in certain 
species. That we should be able.to ex: 
tend it to others is interesting and even 
sensational, but it brings us no nearer 
the artificial production of life. It 
might better be described as a preven- 


tien of death, and classed witb the ef- 


iorta of the medical man; for the be 
ia certainly ‘‘alive,’’ to start with, an 
the experimenter simply causes it to 
keep on with its developments which it 
would not do if left to itself, In fact, 
we read: P 

“Weare . . . no nearer the cre- 
ation of ‘artificial froga’ or ‘artificial 
life’ in any form, so far aa actual con- 
trol of the conditions that lead to the 
origin of living matter is concerned, 
than we were a dozen years ago. 

‘*The problems involved in the work 


which lead# to these: sensational an- } 


nouncements are of two entirely differ- 
ent kinds. in the first place we have 
the question of the physica! and chemi- 
cal processes that go on in the living 
protoplasm, with the attempt to repro- 
duce as far as possible a combination 
o. molecules that will behave in some 
respects as does the living mater of a 
cell. Lf we could succeed in bringing to- 
gether from the bottles in the labora- 
tory a combination of substances that 
would react upon one another and upon 
the environment as does the mass of 
substances we call an ‘Ameba’ we 
should have succeeded in creating ‘ar- 
tificial life.’ Many attempts have no 
doubt been made to create life in this 
sense, And many attempts—from those 
of Butschli to those of Ledue—have 
succeeded so far that they have re 
produced some of the peculiarities of 
living things in non-living matter, But 
Professor Bataillon did not try to do 
anything like this, His problem was of 
an entirely different kind. 

‘*He was concerned chiefly with the 
question, ‘Tow does the sperm cause 
the egg to develop?’ In attempting to 
reduce the influence of tht sperm upon 
the egg to physical and chemical terms, 
the biologist may be said to deal with 
the creation of life, but the use of 
these terms in that sense is purely me- 
taphorical. At any rate, this is the na- 
ture of the general problem with which 
Professor Bataillon is concerned, and 
his results are the logical successors of 
earlier experiments along the same line. 
Starting with Prof. Jacques Loeb’s ex- 
periments, in which the unfertilized 
eggs of sea-urchins were induced to de- 
velop by the action of physical forces 
(osmotic pressure) and by various che- 
micals, passing to Locb’s later experi- 
ments ip which the chemical action was 


analyzed further into its electrical fac- 


tors, and from these to the experiments 


of Delage, who induced fertilization by 


means of electric charges, we have a

er goes on to say, ‘‘the biologist has be-

To ereate life he would 
have.to provide the egg artificially, as 
well as the stimulus for its development. 

‘* Nevertheless these experiments are 
ef importance, as well as of interest, 
for they lead not only to a better under- 
standing of the fundamental processes, 
but also, eventually, to a surer control 
of vital processes, in animals and io 
plants.’’

Their 
less ascetic descendants only say that 
the pleasure of fighting—to drink de- 
light of battle with one’s peers—or of 
watching fighting, demoralizes. They 


are, in a word, humanitarinns, and it ia} 


a common reproach against the Church 
that she is less readily moved in that 
direction. . . . 

‘It is plain that a great deal of 
modern humanitarianism is not merely 
non-religious, but is animated by re 
sentment against a Diety whose crea 
tures are given so much pain to endure. 
An age which is absorbed in «a frenzy 
of pity, beginning in self-pity, which 
claims pleasure as a right and rejects 
suffering as an injustice, is bound to 
be a humanitarian one, unless, like the 
era of the Revolution in France, its 
passion of uumanity takes the form of 
a pitiless orgy of blood. But given a 
country and age of more temperate emo 
tions like our own, the decay of in 
terest in doctrinal religion and the fall- 
ing of Creed and Church into life’s 
background are sure to be accompanied 
by apn unbalanced ethicalism directed 
almost wholly to the prevention of phy 
s.cal pain and to indignant condemna 
tion of those who cause it. In fact, 
the word ‘morality’ has come to be 
used in an extremely narrow sense. No 
thing mystical 8 admitted under 
‘ethics.’ Take, for example, the rela- 
tions of the sexes. ‘Christian 
endeavor’ movements and the like 
are earnest. in promoting healthiness 
and cleanliness of living, but the 
Church has no help whatever from the 
‘non-conformist consience’ in defend 
ing the higher and revealed standard of 
Christian wedlock, which is suspected 
as a bit of priesteraft. And outside 
this question the range of the Christian 
rule of holiness is large aud wide. It 
is blindness to ignore nine-tentns of the 
whole duty of man and make the good 
ness or badness of the Chureh’s Christ 
janity to turn entirely on her zealous 
ness or backwardness in securing every 
one two pounds a week and magnifying 
The Hague tribunal.’’ 

Dr, T, Rhondda Williams, a Congre 
gationalist preacher of Brighton, Eng- 
land, also sees the outery as dispropor-

The Toughness of the Chinese 
Physique 


ln a recent number of the Popular 
Science Monthly, Protessor BE. A, Ross 
discusses soine peculiar characteristics 
of the Chinese race in its resistence 
to disease. Phat there must be a mark- | 
ed difference in 
race as compared with ours is obvious 
enough, when wé consider that out of 
ten children bora among us, three, nor 
mally the weakest thiee, will fail to 
grow up; out of ten children born in 
China about eight are doomed to die 
in untuney. ‘Lue difference is due to 
the hardships that infant life meets 
with among the Chinese, and it need 
hardly be pointed out that with such 
rigorous selection th@re will necessarily 
result a stock displaying a uliar 
hardihood, Just what kind of hardi- 
hood depeuds on the perticular condi- 
tions of selection, of Professor Ross 
brings out clearly in his article. To 
auticipate his conclusion, the faet is 
that while the Chinese resist certain dis- 
eases with remarkable power, other dis 
eases are more fatal to them than to us. 
Professor Ross collected his data by 
questioning a number of physicians who 
bad practiced for a number of years in 
China, One or two among these gave 
an opinion differing from the others, 
but by far the great majority agreed 
in their verdict. 

Where the constitution of the China- 
man excels is in his extraordinary 
power to resist septic infection, Some 
of the instances cited to illustrate this 
fact are almost incredible and are too 
gruesome to invite repetition. Amaz- 
ing, also, is their response to the treat- 
ment of neglected wounds, 

A boy whose severed fingers had been 
hastily stuck on any how and bound up 
with dirty rags came to the hospital 
after a week with a horrible hand and 
showing clear symptoms of  lockjaw. 
They washed his hand and sent him 
home to die. In three days he was 
about without a sign of lockjaw. <A 
man whoee fingers had been crushed un- 
der a eart some days before came in 
with blood poisoning all ap his arm 
and in the glands under the arm, The 
trouble vanished under simple treat- 
ment. A patient will be brought in 
with a high fever from a wound of sev- 
eral days’ standing full of maggots; 
yet after the wound is cleaned the 
fever quickly subsides. A woman who 
had undergone a serious operation for 
enneer of the breast suffered infection 
and had a fever of 106 degrees, dur 
ing whieh her husband fed her with 
hard water cuestnuts. Nevertheless, 
sue recovered, 

Living in the super-saturated, man 
stifled land, profoundly ignorant of the 
principles of hygiene, the masses have 
developed an immunity to noxious mi 
erobes which excites the wonder and 
envy of the foreigner. They are not 
affected by a moisquito bite that will 
raise a large lump on the tately-come 


sentery. There is very little typhoid, 
and what there is, is so attenuated it 
was long doubted to be typhoid. All 
physicians agree that among the ¢ hinese 
smallpox is a mild disease. The chief 
of the army medical staff points out 
that during the autumn manoeuvres the 
soldiers sleep on damp ground with a 
little straw under them without any 
ill effects, Coolies, after two hours of 
burden-bearing at a dog trot, will! 
shovel themselves full of hot rice with | 
scarcely any matsication, and hurry on 
for another two hours. A white mar 
would have writhed with indigestion. 
The Chinese seem able to sleep in any 
position. I have seen them sleeping 
on piles of bricks, or stones, or poles, 
with a block or a brick for a pillow 
und with the hot sun shining fall into 
face. They stand a cramped posi- 
tion longer than we can and can keep 
ou longer at monotonous toil unrelieved 
by change or break,

There is much malarial fever 
goes hard with them, 
they seem to succumb to the plague 
more readily than the foreiguers. 
Among children there is heavy mortal 
ity from measles and scarlet fever, In 
withstanding tuberculosis they have no 
advantage over us. While they make 
wonderful recoveries from high fevers 
they are not enduring of long fevers. 
Some think this is because the flame 
of their vitality has been turned low 
by unsanitary living. They have a 
horror of fresh air and shat it out of 
the sleeping apartment, even on a 
warm night. * In the mission schools, 
if the teachers insist on open win 
dows in the hormitory, the pupils stifle 
under the covers leat the evil spirits 
flying ubout at night shonid get at 
them. The Chinese gran¢ that hygiene 
may be all very weil for these weakly 
foreigners, but see no nse in it for them 
selves. 

From the testimomy it is safe to con- 
clude that at least a part of the ob 
served toughness of the Chinese is at; 
tributable to a special race vitality 
which they have aequired in the course 
of a longer and severer elimination of 
the Jess fit than our North-Kuropean 
ancestors ever experienced in their 
civilized state, Such gelection has 
tended to foster not so much bodily 
strength of energy as reeuperative 
power, resistence to infection and toler- 
ance of unwholesome conditions of liv- 
ing. For many centuries the people 
of south and central China, crowded 
togeher in their villages or walled cities, 
have used water from contaminated 
canals or from the drainings of the rice 
fields, eaten of the seavenging pig or 
of vegetables stimulated by the con- 
tents of the cess-pool, huddled under 
low roofs, on dirt floors, in filthy lanes, 
and slept in fetid dens and stifling 
cubicles, Myriads suecumb to the poi- 
sons generated by overcrowding and 
hardly a quarter of those born live to 
transmit their immunity to their child- 
ren, The surviving fittest has been 
the type able to withstand foul air. 
stench, fatigue toxin, dampness, bad 
food and noxious germs, I have no 
Jonbt that i: an Ameriean population 
of equal size lived in Amoy or Soochow

Yo the west the toughness of the 
Chinese physique tniy have a sinister 
military significance, Nobody tears 
lest in a stand-up fight Chinese troo 
could whip an equal number of we! 
conditioned white troops, But few 
battles are fought by men fresh froin 
tent and mess. In the course of a 
prolonged campaign involving irregular 
provisioning, bad drinking water, lying 
out, loss of sleep, exhausting marches, 
exposure, excitement and anxiety, it 
may be that the white soldiers would 
be worn down worse than the yellow 
soliiers. In that case the hardier 
men with less of the martial spirit 
might in the closing grapple beat the 
better fighters with the less endurance. 

In view of what has been shown the 
competition of white laborers and yel 
low is not so simple a test of human 
worth as some may imagine. Under 
good conditions the white man can best 
the yellow man in turning off work. 
But under bad conditions the yellow 
man can best the white man, because 
he ean better endure spoiled food, poor 
clothing, foul air, noise, heat, dirt, dis 
comfort aud microbes, Reilly’s endea 
vor to exclude Ah San from. his labor 
market is tot .se case of a man dread 
ing to pit himself on equal terme 
against a better man. Indeed, it is 
not quite so simple and selfish and nar 
row-mindea as all that. It is a case 
of a man fitted to get the most out ef 
good conditions refusing to yield his 
place to a weaker man able to with 
stand bad conditions. 


HEATING THE HOUSE IN WINTER 

The approach of the winter season 
draws attention once more to the econ 
omical and efficient means of heating 
the dwelling-house. Until hot air or 
steam-heating comes into extensive 
vogue in Britain, this question w ll al 
ways remain one of complexity; but it 
need not occasion much anxiety at the 
present day.

A correspondent writes from Sar 
dJolian, South America: ‘‘In reading 
the article ‘Progress in tne Argentine,’

ly leave his home comforts and come out 
here and work as an ordinary workman 
with his bands, The Italians, Span 
iards, and colored laborers do work at s 
less rate of wages, and are content 
with their surroundings, no matter what 
these may be. Not so a native, of 
Great Britain, who expects more com 
fort Carpenters’ and blacksmiths’ 
Wares amount to about ten pounds of 
English mouvey a month, With regard 
to the remark on Southern Patagonia 
gat the climate is cold and inclement 
all the year round, so far as this part 
where T am at present is concerned, I 
have never come across a finer climate 
in all my travels. The curse of the 
place is the #trong winds and want of 
rainfall, The winter season seems to 
be the best, and the depth of winter 
is Juve and July, In my room where 
I write it has been as high as seventy 
dogrees; with one or two exceptional 
days it is beautiful and mild, © San 
Julian is on the coastline, but T do not 
think there is much difference a hun- 
dred miles inland, There is little or 
no verdure here, owing to the winds 
and the lack of rain. The farmers 
consider one thousand sheep to the 
lengne as the limit, On some farms
